My mother was married to her firft hufband on- 
ly three weeks, when he was accidentally killed by 
a fall from his horfe. Four weeks thereafter fhe 
married a fecond hufband ; and exactly eight 
months and an half after her fecond marriage the 
was delivered of me, appascntly come to the full 
time: but prior to my apppearance in the world, 
the fecond hufband died alfo. Pray which of thete 
two gentlemen was, or ought to have been my 
father, according to the laws ot England? 

~Each of them left a {mall eftate. The relations

The whole of it 
confifts of only twenty or thirty. row boats, which 
are {mall, low veflels of a very flender conftruction 
and generally carry 100 or 1509 men each. An 
English fhip of the line, with two or three frigates 
of 36 guns each, are dufficient to deitroy his whole 
armament. 

A letter from Paris of late date fays, never 
were military preparations carried on with great- 
er afliduity by moit of the powers of Europe, than 
at the prefent. Our cabinet has its eye on all 
fides ; nor let it be imagined they are idle in na- 
val or military ftores. Yet a new leffon has been 
learned from tome of our neiphbours ; no parade 
is made, but every thing conducted gna pian of 
as great fecrecy as poflible.

The expence of the whole is 1000 
guineas. 





KINGSTON, (Jamaica) May 10. 

A few days ago, a floop from this port on her 
paflage to Hifpaniola, was driven by the violence 
of the wind on a funken rock near the Morant 
Keys, by which a plank was torn from her fide, 
and fhe was otherwife much damaged. ‘There 
not being any fpare plank on board, the crew 
were almoft in defpair of her prefervation, when 
neceility fuggefted to them an expedient which 
was put into immediate practice. The contents 
of a beef barrel were ftarted, and the flaves and 
heading applied to the repair of the breach ; with 
this poor but happily fuccefsful fubftitute, and in- 
ceffant labour at the pumps, the veffel was kept 
above water till Monday night laft, when. fhe for- 
tunately for the poor mariners, reached Port- 
Royal.

** On Friday lait the 4th init. a very dijagreea-~ 
ble fracas happened in the city of Albany; all 
the particulars of which, as far as they have come 
tomy knowledge are:—That the federalitts having 
received the news of the adoption of Virginia lait 
Tuefday evening, propofed having a proceffion the 
next day; but on the remonftrance of many of 
the antifederalifts that it would be difagreeable to 
them, they gave up the idea. When the next day 
came, July 4, it was mortifying to the federalifts 
to obferve a party of about fifty antifederalifts 
marching in proceffion to a vacant lot in the kirts 
of the town, where, after firing thirteen guns, 
they burnt the conftitution. The federalifts who 
were then colleéted, determined immediately te 
have a proceflion; and having arranged them- 
telves, began a march through the principal ftreets 
of the city; they met with no interraption till 
they Came to a narrow itreet in whicha Mr. Den- 
nifon lives (1 believe Green-ftreet), whea they 
were ordered not to proceed, by a large party who 
had colleéted there to oppofe ‘them; after a few 
words, a general battle took place, with words, 
bayonets, clubs, ttones, &c. which lafted for fome 
tume, both parties fighting with the greatelt rage, 
and determined obftiuacy, till at length the anti- 
federalifts being overpowered by numbers, gave 
way and retreated, many into the houle of a Mr. 
Hilton, where they made a fecond ftand, and o- 
thers into the country for fafety. 
attacked the houie of Mr. Hilton, and in the vic- 
tory, which they foon gained, did great damagé 
to the building. Many of the parties were fevere- 
ty wounded in the confict, and one poor man, -a 
cooper, is fuppofed to have received a mortal 
wound froma bayonet. Several reports are cir- 
culating about men killed, &c. but are not tbe 
relced on.

faid was intended to be inferted in the 
Satification. 

THAT all freemen have effential rights, of 
which they cannot by any contract deprive or di- 
véft their pofterity: among which are the enjoy- 
ment of life and liberty. 

That all power is originally vefted in and con- 
fequently derived from the people; and that go- 
vernment is inftituted for their common benefit, 
protection and fecurity. 

That in all cafes in which aman may be fub- 
jeted toa capital or infamous punifhment, no one 
ought to be put to his trial unlefs on an indictment 
by agrand jury; and that in all capital or crimi- 
nal profecutions, the acculed hath a right to de- 
mand the caufe and nature of his accufation ; to 
be confronted with his accu ers and witnefies ; to 
produce teftimony and have counfel in his defence; 
and to a fair, public and f{peedy trial by an impar- 
tial Jury of the county in which the crime was 
committed, without whofe unanimous confent he 
ought not to be found guilty (except in the go- 
vernment of the land and naval forces, in time of 
actual war, invafion or rebellion); nor ought he 
to be compelled to give evidence againft himfelf. 

That no freeman ought to be taken, imprifoned 
or diffeized of his freehold, or be exiled or depri- 
ved of his privileges, franchifes, life, liberty or 
property, but by the law of the land. 

That no perfon cught to be put in jeopardy of 
life or limb, or otherwife punifhed twice for one 
and the fame offence, unleis upon impeachment. 

That every freeman reitrained in his liberty is 
entitled to an enquiry into the lawfulnefs of fuch 
reftraint, without denial or delay, and to a remo- 
val thereof if unlawful. 

That in all controverfies refpecting property, 
and in all fuits between man and man, the ancient 
trial of faéts-by jury is one of the greateft. fecuri- 
ties of the rights of a free people, and ought to 
femain facred and inviolate for ever. 

That exceflive bail ought not tobe required, 
nor exceffive fines impofed, nor cruel nor unufual 
puoithments inflicted. 





That every freeman has a right to be fecure | 


from all unreafonable fearches and feizures of his 
perfon, his papers, and his property; and that 
therefore ali warrants to fearch fufpected places 
or to ferze any freeman, his papers or property, 
without information upon oath (or affirmation of 
a perfon religicuily fcrupulous of taking an oath) 
of fufficient caufe, are grievous and opprefiive ; 
and ail general warrants to fearch fuipected places, 
or to apprehend any {uipected perion, without fpe- 
cially naming or defcribing the place or perion, 
are dangerous and oppreflive, and ought not to be 
granted, ' 

That people have a right peaceably to affemble 
together to con{ult for their common good, or to 
initruct their reprefentatives ; and that every free- 
man has a right to petition or apply to the legif- 
lature for redrefs of grievances,

That the milicia fhould always be kept well or-

Extrad of a letter, dated Croft-Mills, April 2, to 
a gentleman in Baltimore. 

‘¢ We are ip a perfect ftate of warfare, which 
you will fee by the following account of unprovok- 
ed hoftilities, committed by the fouthern tribes of 
[ndians fince my laft arfival here. The 17th of 
January, Meffrs Jordon Gibfon and Charles 
Morgan, were thot and fcalped in the road be- 
tween the Locuft Land and. Bledioe’s Lick, the 
former was a native of South-Carolina, and about 
80 years of age, the latter was late of Virginia, 
a young man, he lived 13 days and died of his 
wounds. The zoth of February, a Mr. Martin, 
and a gentleman from Maryland, whofe uame | 
have forgot, was killed and fcalped. The 12th 
of March, Col. James Robertfon’s fon, a young 
lad, was killed at fagar camp, within a few hun- 
dred yards of his father’s ftation; his head was 
cut off, carried away, and another lad that was 
with him taken prifoner. The zoth ult. a party 
of Indians attacked Col. Ifaac Bledfoe’s dwelling- 
houfe, about 10 0’clock at night, with guns, war 
clubs, tomahawks and ftones ; they continued the 
attack about ten minutes, and then made their ef- 
cape by moon-light, taking with them two horfes 
that were in the itable, and killed feveral cows on 
their retreat—one man only was wounded in the 
chin. The night folowing, they vifited the Croft, 
and with malice prepence, being inftigated by the 
devil, did then and there felonioufly take away 
all our cavalry, except one little horfe that they 
could not catch, notwithftanding we had put them 
intoan enclofure, adjoining Fort Tuckahoe. A- 
bout the fame time Curtis Williams was killed 
and fcalped, on Mill Creek.—The 26th, Mr. 
William Montgomery at Drakes-Creek, had 3 
fons (fmall lads) killed and fcalped in the feld, 
where they were.at.workin fight of the houfe, 
and their poor mother ftood and beheld the tragi- 
cal fcene.—It is my opinion if thofe cruelties were 
perpetrated in any other country but this, it 
would roufe the refentment of a whole nation to 
chaitife fuch barbarous banditties of inhuman fa- 
vages. But this mifchief is done at prefent in an 
obicure corner of America, on the weit fide of the 
mountains, and far from government—by the 
time fuch news travels 1000 or 1500 miles, and 
reaches Baltimore or Philadelphia, it will give le{s 
emotion and excite lefs pity than the mere rehear- 
fal of a tragedy that bas perhaps been wrote 1000 
years ago. However, I think that affairs between 
thofe hoitile tribes of Indians and us are verging 
fait to a crifis-—we muft attempt to extirpate them
